Claim 15 (Original): The method of claim 14, wherein said antioxidant is methionin or its 
derivatives. 

Claim 16 (Previously Presented): The method of claim 1, wherein said device is made of metal 
or metal alloy. 
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Claim 17 (Previously Presented): The method of claim 1, wherein said device is a dental implant 
or a coronary stent.
